But circumstances are somewhat differ- 
ent. The “Lily White” Republican 
movement has arisen, and the President 
has allowed himself to be proclaimed as 
opposing. it. Mr.. Rooepvev? “has. also 
been unfortunate in the agents who have 
undertaken to do much of his talking for 
him. Mr. Payne and Mr, CLARKSON are 
politicians, and they are generally taken 
to be seeking delegate’ for the nomina- 
tion of Mr, Rooseveut for President 
next year. When they talk about col- 
ored office holders in the South or in the 
North what they say is interpreted as a 
part of a game, and not a mice game, 
On the other hand, what Mr. RoosEvVELT 
or his friends may say as to consigtency 
and the principles of the Republican 
Party and the equal rights of American 
citizens is discredited to some extent by 
the fact that Parnge and CLARKSON are 
hunting colored delégates in the interest 
of Mr. Roos#vs rt. 

It' is one of Mr. Roosrve.T’s peculiar 
theories that patronage within certain 
limits may be used for the advancement 
of a party, and inferentially for the ad- 
vancement of a man in the party. He 
has never claimed to rise higher than 
this in his view of political patronage, 
though he insists, of course, that all ap- 
pointees should be fit’ for their places. 
The theory ‘is capable of being sustained 
with much force, but it is inevitable 
that when the President gives patronage 
to colored people in @ section where such 
action is offensive to the whites, his per- 
sone] motive is open to misconstruction, 
We may ourselves believe that he would 
follow the game courte even if it. were 
surely injurieus to him and to his ambi- 
tion. But the fact that it.ig not so inju- 
rious, but is helpfyl and is so proclaimed 
by men Mke. Messrs. PAYN®e and CLarK- 
SON, necessarily has a good deal of influ- 
ence in the South. It makes the people 
of ‘that section turn a deaf ear toward 
Mr, Rooseye_t’s explanation of the high 
motives from Which he is acting, If he 
could say that he is not seeking dele- 
gates in the South or elsewhere, that he. 
is not using the power of appointment 
consciously to promote his nomination, 
that the does not ‘wish the nomination 
unless it comes to him. unsolicited, un- 
sought, and uninfluenced by any act of 
his save as his action may deserve the 
confidence of the country; his position 
would be different. He would probably 
say that this would not be practical poli- 
tics, that it ie pure theory and never 
could be put in practice; but ebviously 
it would have one practical adyantage-- 
it would dispose men to accept Mr. 
ROOSEVELT’s ¢xplanation of his use of 
patronage in the South instead of rer 
garding it, as now, With suspicion, or en- 
tirely rejecting it. As it is, it is not 
pleasant to have to believe that Mr. 
ReoseveE t's policy in this matter is not 
one that he or his frierids would do well 
to talk very much ahout.

The executive officers of the Central 
Railroad of New. Jersey assert that the 
block on which the Baston Express was 
stalled by a hot box between Cranford 
and Dunellen was closed, the signals set 
to stop any train seeking to enter it, and 
everything right, and that Davis, the en- 
gineer of the Reading Express, deliber- 

ately disregarded these signals, entered 
a closed block, and rah his train into 


‘that standing on the track. If these 


statements are correct, so much of the 
accident ag relates to the crushing of the 
standing train by ‘the moving one is ex- 
plained. The lesson to be learned from 
it is that the block signal system, how- 
ever perfect in its automatic operation, 
is still dependent upon the ability of the 
men who run lecemotivés at ali times to 
keep themselves im such psychological 
condition that they will be incapable of 
making the mistake of disregarding the 


-block signals and running by them into 


danger and death. 

WiskzR, the engineer of the train 
which was wrecked in the Park Avenue 
tunnel, did not see signals which were 


‘Vigible to his fireman, or for gome rea- 


son his mind, did not receive the im- 
pression made upon his eye by the col- 
ored lights which should have caused 
him to bring his train te a standstill, 
Davis, the engineer of the Reading Ex- 
press, probably saw first the green warn- 
ing lights, and then the red lights which 


commanded him to stop. For some rea- 


son, which has not yet been explained, 
his mind was clouded to the conception 
of what these meant; or if he understood 
them, he was rendered momentarily pow- 
erless to act as he should have acted. 
Running a fast passenger train over @ 
network of tracks ‘and through a confu- 
sion of flashing white and colored lights 
may very well produce under favering 
conditions @ form @f mental stupor in a 
nervous person akin te gertain forms of 
hypnotism—such, for example, as that 
produced by the application of the crya+ 
tal ball to the forehead of a susceptible 
person. The man who has to write his 
name a great many times will sometimes 
find himself. momentarily wondering 
what his name is and how to spell it, 
The engineer who runs habitually over 


‘a road may at times fing the monotony 


of high nervous tension temporarily de- 
structive of the reflective power, may 
see without perceiving, and may receive 
a series of impressions which do not find 
the telegraph lines of his nerye system 
in working order. Davis ig said to be 
e trustwerthy man, of exemplary hab- 
its, and thoroughly acquainted with 
the read—knowing it so well, indeed, 
that it has been said of him that he 
could have taken a train over it blind- 
foided, The gigmal system, which he un- 
derateed perfectly, was in good order, 
and gave him the right signals at. the 
right time. It has been stated for him 
that he did not see the red lights. Prob- 
ably this ie trye! at least ag to his mem- 
ory of the impressions immediately pre- 
ceding the accident. on , 
Nothing in the evidence thus far pro- 
duced indicates that the management of 
the road was at fault in its appliances,
